To the uninitiated the proverVial snow. 
ball didn't last long. According to the story 
it was melted almost instantly—and the re- 
mains thereof evaporated into thin air. 

(And that, my friends, is just about how 
long the bean picking price agreement last- 
ed in this vast agriculturit- pire here on 
the shores of Lake Okeechobee. 

For edification of these who knew not of 
the price agreement, maybe, we should turn 
back the pages of Everglades history—at 
least turn back for a period of ten days. 
So here goes. i 

A few days back two scparate and dis- 
tinct meetings were held aad they were 
tended by more than 100 growers each time. 
A great deal of time was taken up forming 
a "stabilization committee" of the Ever- 
glades Unit of the Federal Farm Bureau. 
Beautiful plans werg formulated and com- 
mittees appointed to regulate picking prices 


in these parts. | 

Let's look at the deal fcr a moment in à 
sane and sensible manner and see-what our 
deductions are. What is the result of such 
carryings-on? 

First and foremost the grower—when he 
goes to the auction block and bids these out. 
landish prices for làbor—is hurting nobody 
but himself. If Farmer A agrees to pay 40c 
then along comes Farmer B and offers 45c. 
There is no way to call a halt. The labore 
isn't so dumb. He sits back and waits Tor 
Farmer A and Farmer B to outbid one an- 
other. Then the laborer iaughs up his 
sleeve and goes to work.. He makes more 
clear profit out of the hamper of beans thaa 
the fellow who grows it.
